Um-yum, was it 
good! This happened several times and a man watching 
him came up and said, “What’s in the pail?” “Honey,” 
was the reply. “Is it good?” “It sure is!” “How good is 
it?” “Well, it’s very good. It's sweet.” “How sweet?” 
asked the man; and the answer was, “Very sweet!” “Yes, 
but just HOW sweet is it?” was the query. The boy, un¬ 
able to explain how sweet “sweet” really was, in desper¬ 
ation plunged his finger into the pail and putting the drip¬ 
ping digit right up to the man's mouth said, “TASTE IT

THE LIVING CHRIST!

'JPfNOCTOR DALE of Birmingham had been a minister 
for many years when one day the Holy Spirit im- 
pressed Revelation 1:18 upon his soul in an unusual 
way. Starting up from his study he exclaimed, “Why, Jesus 
is really alive !” From that day forward he went forth to 
preach with a new-found power and zeal. 

It is interesting to note that the message spoken by the 
disciples as recorded in the Book of Acts mentions the 
death of the Saviour only fleetingly. In fact, the word 
“cross” does not appear in the Book of Acts at all, while 
such terms as “resurrection,” “alive,” and “raised from 
the dead,” occur over 30 times in connection with the 
apostolic message. Apparently the Holy Spirit wants to 
center our attention upon the living Christ! It is regret¬ 
table that so many still are viewing Jesus as' a dead Sav¬ 
iour on a crucifix! 

Some time ago a missionary couple and their children 
went on a sightseeing tour in Costa Rica. The youngest 
of the children was six-year-old Mark. First they visited 
a cathedral in Carago, where the children noticed a statue 
of the dead Christ hanging on a cross! Later, they visited 
an old Spanish mission and were astonished to see a wax 
figure of Christ in a glass enclosed casket! That night, 
during family devotions, little Mark said thoughtfully, 
“Daddy, I have seen Jesus dead so many times today; 
please tell me again the story of the resurrection!” After 
listening to the wonderful account of One who is now 
alive forevermore in a real “flesh and bones” body (Luke 
24:39), the little fellow exclaimed, “Daddy, that’s the best 
story in the whole world!” 

At the empty tomb, the angels said, “Go quickly . . . 
and tell . . . ”; ever since, God’s purpose has been the 
same: to take the message of a living Lord and Saviour to 
all who have not heard. By faith are you beholding Him 
who is “alive forevermore?” —H.G.B.

PLEASURE VERSUS JOY 

Suggested Scripture Reading: John 15:7-11 

These things have I spoken unto you , that my joy 
might remain in you , and that your joy might be full. 

John 15:11 

world offers men “pleasures'' (Heb. 11:25), but 
IIL true joy is found only in Jesus. If that joy is to be 
“full," however, the believer must: (1) Abide in 
Christ (John 15:4, 11); (2) Commune with Christ (John 
16:23, 24); (3) Study the Word of Christ (John 17:13, 14); 
and (4) Walk with Christ (I John 1:3-7). 

It is important to recognize the difference between 
worldly pleasure and spiritual joy: 

1. Pleasure is dependent upon circumstances, but joy 
is inward and is not disturbed by environment. 

2. Pleasure is changeful, but joy is constant! Because 
worldly delights depend upon things and circumstances, 
there is constant vacillation and periods of exhilaration 
followed by depression. Joy is more properly grounded, 
for it is associated with Him who is “the same yesterday, 
today, and forever.’’ 

3. Pleasure is seeking, but joy is finding! To obtain 
pleasure one must run from one stimulus to another, for 
pleasure is an elusive will-o’-the-wisp; it refuses to be per¬ 
manently grasped. Joy is just the opposite. It is some¬ 
thing we receive as a gift from the Holy Spirit — a de¬ 
lightful treasure of grace. 

4. Pleasure is built on self-seeking, but joy is based on 
self-sacrifice. The higher the wall of self-gratification is 
built, the deeper becomes the reservoir of human need. 
When a pint of pleasure gives momentary happiness to¬ 
day, a gallon of excitement and thrills is necessary for 
the same effect tomorrow. Joy, however, is based on giv¬ 
ing. By emptying “self,’’ the Christian continues to con¬ 
dense his personal requirements until he finds the nucleus 
of his existence in God Himself who meets every need.

NURSING YOUR GRUDGES

Grudge not one against another , brethren .... 

James 5:9 

*9||NO you carry a grudge against someone? It will hurt 
no one else as much as it will hurt you. You will 
^ find that if you do not feed your grudges they will 
soon die of starvation. Just what is a grudge anyway? 
You may think it is a justifiable feeling of resentment 
which you hold because of some fault in another — but it 
is really a sign of smallness on your part. The very op¬ 
posite of a grudge is forgiveness. If you carry a grudge it 
is because you cannot forgive, overlook, or ignore some 
little hurt or insult. Holding a grudge is a symptom of 
smallness. Suppose God had carried a grudge against us 
— would He have sent His Son to die for us on the Cross 
of Calvary? Ninety-nine per cent of all the trouble among 
Christians is caused by a grudge over some little “pea- 
nutty,” picayune thing or irritation which grows bigger 
and bigger the longer we nurse it. Honestly now — do you 
carry a grudge against someone today? Do you want 
VICTORY over it? Then listen — go to the one against 
whom you hold that grudge and say, “I’m sorry and I 
want you to forgive me.” That will be the end of your 
grudge. This may be hard on your pride, but it will be 
good for your soul. As someone has said, “It’s nice to be 
important, but it’s far more important to be nice.” “But,” 
you say, “he is to blame — not I.” Yes, I know, that's just 
the point. Who was to blame when Jesus came down TO 
YOU to save YOU? You were the guilty one — but He, 
the innocent one came TO YOU. He didn’t carry a grudge 
against the guilty one but HUMBLED HIMSELF to save 
you. The INNOCENT humbled Himself for the GUILTY 
one.

CJfOB, a good and righteous man (Job 1:8), was being 
3ll attacked by Satan under Divine permission. God had 
"P called him the best man on earth, and the Devil had 
challenged the Almighty to take away the “hedge” of his 
protection and allow him to put Job to the test. Job’s 
friends did not understand that all trial and tribulation is 
not chastening for sin, and so they wrongly accused him 
of being guilty of great and grievous transgressions.

God had not forgotten Job, however; actually he was 
“exhibit A” in the Lord’s controversy with Satan. God 
was so proud of him and loved him so much that He felt 
Job could be depended upon to glorify His Name no mat¬ 
ter how great the personal sacrifice. The Most High had 
decided to forever inscribe his name upon the pages of 
Holy Writ for the comfort and encouragement of other 
tried saints, and to restore to him double that of which 
he had been deprived (Job 42:12-17). His life, though as 
tasteless as the white of an egg to Job, was actually de¬ 
lightfully flavored with God’s love and perfect direction. 

Job’s experience should be both a warning and a com¬ 
fort to us. Let us be warned against hasty judgments in 
regard to why some of God’s children are made to suffer 
so sorely; and then, too, let us never think that life is too 
dark and meaningless to be worth going on. Our sojourn 
here, no matter how distasteful, always has great meaning 
if we remain submissive to God’s will. He is planning to 
reward us abundantly for every trial, tear, and disappoint¬ 
ment (Rom. 8:18).

A PAIR OF SCALES 

Suggested Scripture Reading: Deuteronomy 25:13-16 

Matthew 7:1-5 

A false balance is abomination to the Lord: but a 
just weight is his delight. Proverbs 11:1 

NE of the oldest tricks of the crooked merchant is 
the trick of two scales or two measures. One scale 
is used when purchasing an article, while the other 
is used in selling it. Such “chiseling” is condemned by 
God; it is dishonest, and Jesus says that such will be re¬ 
paid in “kind” — for “with what measure ye mete, it shall 
be measured to you again” (Matt. 7:2). These tricks of 
the trade come very natural. The butcher who holds his 
hand on the steak when he weighs it, or the farmer who 
feeds his cow salt so it will fill up on water before he sells 
it, or the man who judges his neighbor by his own stand¬ 
ard, all fall in the same category. This, however, is not 
only true in business — it is true in society. Too often 
people have TWO STANDARDS — one for private use, 
and one for public application to others. We measure our¬ 
selves by a different standard than we do our neighbor. 
This too is sin. What we consider a fault in others is 
tolerated as a weakness in ourselves. Have you ever 
noticed that when the other fellow acts up, he is ugly and 
has a nasty temper; but when you do it, it’s your “nerves”? 
When the other fellow is set in his ways, he is obstinate; 
when you are, you are just “firm.” When the other fellow 
suspects a friend, he is prejudiced; if it’s you, it’s just 
“good judgment.” The other fellow’s slowness is “deliber¬ 
ateness” with you. He is a spendthrift-—you are just 
“generous.” Crankiness in the other fellow is just “dis¬ 
crimination” in yourself. Crookedness in him, is “clever¬ 
ness” in you. Stinginess becomes “frugality” when you 
are the guilty one. Learn to weigh yourself ON THE 
OTHER FELLOW’S SCALES!

THE MINISTRY OF PRAYER r 

Suggested Scripture Reading: Romans 12:4-12 ) 

. . . continuing instant in prayer. Romans 12:12 

OD delights to have us confide in Him regularly, 
earnestly, and expectantly. Most Christians, how¬ 
ever, have very shallow prayer lives. When we do 
lift our hands in supplication and petition, it is usually 
for some selfish end or strictly personal need — not for 
the souls of men or for the advancement of Christ’s cause. 
Yet what blessings could not accrue, what glory could not 
be brought to our soul if we would just more earnestly 
engage in the ministry of prayer. 

Dr. Jowett tells an interesting story concerning a ser¬ 
vant girl by the name of Mary who had few opportunities 
to do anything for the Lord except to pray for others. Her 
employer kept her so busy in his home that often she was 
not able to even attend the church services on Sunday. 
While visiting in the home, Dr. Jowett took the opportun¬ 
ity of asking her if she was ever able to do anything for 
the Lord, considering her busy schedule. “Oh, yes, Doctor, 
I take a newspaper to my bedroom each night,” she re¬ 
plied. The good man wondered what that had to do with 
the question, but before he could ask she continued, “I 
always turn to the births, marriages, and death columns. 
I pray first that the little babies may early be led to the 
Saviour and become a great blessing to their parents and 
others.

ARE YOU A CRIPPLE? 

Suggested Scripture Reading: Leviticus 21:16-14 

The legs of the lame are not equal: so is a parable 
in the mouth of fools. Proverbs 26:7 

/*¥ TOP! I said STOP! Don’t read what follows — if you 
haven’t read Leviticus 21:16-24. It will take you 
just ONE MINUTE—(Pause —ONE MINUTE). 
Are you a lame priest, disqualified for service? In the 
service of God, a priest had to be free from physical de¬ 
fects— such as skin blemishes, blindness, paralysis, flat 
nose, flat feet, curvature of the spine, or defects of the 
sex organs. He must not be a midget, a dwarf, or a cripple. 
This did not mean he was NOT a priest, but he was dis¬ 
qualified to SERVE as a priest. He could EAT the food 
of the priest, but could not be of service (see again Lev. 
21:21-23). He was “separated” from the rest of the group. 

Last summer we watched a group of six brown bears 
feeding at a dump in Yosemite National Park. Five were 
feeding together but one remained as far away from the 
others as possible. We wondered why and drove our car 
closer — within ten feet — before the bear got up and 
LIMPED away. He was a cripple — one hind leg was 
inches shorter than the others. He had been injured and 
could not hold his own with the rest. He was out of fel¬ 
lowship because he was a cripple. Solomon says, “The legs 
of the lame are not equal.” 

Are you a lame Christian? Do you limp around instead 
of running in the race? (I Cor. 9:24). Do you have a 
spiritual blemish or deformity which hinders your service? 
Examine yourself in the light of God’s Word and ask 
yourself, “What is there in my life which ‘cripples’ my 
service? What inconsistency makes me lame?” Some sin, 
some habit, some weight which you know is displeasing 
to Him is limiting you. Confess it before you go to work 
today. Let Him heal your infirmity by His cleansing blood 
and make this a day of VICTORY and SERVICE — not of 
defeat and regrets. —M.R.D.

MORE ABOUT CRIPPLES 

Suggested Scripture Reading: Leviticus 21:16-24 

. . . any thing superfluous .... Leviticus 21:18 

jfN EVER mind — I know the Scripture for today is the 
3nr same as the assignment for yesterday. I did it on 
purpose. Some of you didn’t read it — so we give 
you a second chance. The priest in the Old Testament 
could not be of service if he had a blemish, deformity, or 
weakness. His deformity did not affect his POSITION as 
a priest but disqualified him for SERVICE. The applica¬ 
tion is clear — we too are priests of God, called to serve. 
Our position, our salvation, is not dependent upon our per¬ 
fection but upon HIS. Nevertheless God cannot use a 
spiritually crippled and deformed Christian. They that 
bear the vessels of the Lord must be clean (Isa. 52:11). 

Not only did any “lack” of physical members disqualify 
the priest but also anything of a “superfluous” nature. 
For instance, a priest with more than ten fingers or ten 
toes was disqualified. The extra finger or toe would get 
in the way of the others. It was abnormal. We call it a 
super-numerary member. In II Samuel 21:20 we are told 
that a brother of Goliath the giant had six fingers on each 
hand and six toes on each foot. But with all this extra 
super-numerary equipment he fell an easy prey to David’s 
nephew. God gave man ten fingers and ten toes and more 
than these will only get in the way — and weaken instead 
of strengthening. God, too, has given us certain faculties 
— do not try to strengthen spiritual powers by fleshly 
additions. To use carnal means to do spiritual work is to 
spoil it all by adding something to God's work. Don’t try 
to be a giant, when God wants you to be a little David. 
God does not need giants to help him — when they are all 
fingers and toes. —M.R.D.

most wonderful, complex organism is the human 
UL body. Yet the record of its creation is simplicity it¬ 
self — embraced in just a few verses as given in the 
suggested Scripture reading. Physically the human body 
consists of the most common elements — oxygen, hydro¬ 
gen, calcium, phosphorus, sulphur, iron, potassium, etc. It 
is 85% water. As far as the body is concerned it is little 
different than that of any other animal. The wonder is, 
that in this body, God has condescended to live. Only of 
the body of man is it said that it is the “temple or dwell¬ 
ing place of God.” If He wants to live in these bodies it 
means, of course, that He wants to USE them. 

And what potentialities dwell in these bodies. If you are 
a person of average size, you perform in each day of 24 
hours the following functions: Your heart beats 103,689 
times; your blood travels 168,000,000 miles. You breathe 
23,040 times; you inhale 438 cubic feet of air. You eat be¬ 
tween 3 and 4 pounds of food, and drink 3 quarts of 
liquid, and perspire about 2 pints through your skin; your 
body maintains a steady temperature of 98.6 degrees 
under all weather conditions. You generate 450 foot tons 
of energy; you speak 4800 words (men only), move and 
use over 700 muscles, use 7,000,000 brain cells, and walk 7 
miles (women only in the home — NOT MEN — they 
ride). And this body belongs to God. With all this activity, 
how much of it is dedicated to the Creator? Surely this 
wonderfully made body should be dedicated to its wonder¬ 
ful Creator. Make it a PRESENT to God today. (Please 
read Romans 12:1, 2.)

Much has been wrought for God in this 
way. Dwight L. Moody began his fruitful evangelistic min¬ 
istry in Chicago by the simple act of distributing Gospel 
leaflets to Great Lakes seamen. Whistler’s Mother (well- 
known throughout the world because of her son’s famous 
painting of her) was called a “preacher in skirts” because 
she constantly handed out tracts and Christian literature 
to workers on the railroad between Moscow and St. 
Petersburg, Russia. 

Just recently, Pastor Owen Lower related to a friend 
that one night in a New York subway station he saw a 
man standing alone gazing up the tracks. He felt the urge 
to give him a tract, but said to himself, “What’s the use 
— he probably will not be interested anyway." However, 
the Holy Spirit prompted him to do so despite his own 
judgment in the matter. Walking up to the stranger he 
said, “Do you want something to read?" “NO!" replied 
the man angrily. Then Mr. Lower said, “Have you ever 
thought of eternity, my friend?" The man grabbed the 
tract and replied, “How did you know that I was think¬ 
ing about eternity?” After further conversation, the needy 
one professed salvation and then told Pastor Lower that 
when they met he had been standing on the subway sta¬ 
tion platform thinking about throwing himself in front of 
the next train! How important it was that Pastor Lower 
had remembered his commission to be an “ambassador for 
Christ."

This process, which begins on earth through the sanctify¬ 
ing power of the Holy Spirit, will only be completed at 
the Saviour's second coming (see I John 3:2). 

Spurgeon once wrote to his friend Andrew Bonar for his 
picture and autograph. Bonar replied, "I will do as you 
request; but if you had been willing to wait a short sea¬ 
son, you could have had a better likeness, for I shall be 
like Him. I shall soon see Him as He is!” What a day that 
will be when, fully restored to God’s image, we shall en¬ 
joy new bodies, have perfect holiness, revel in complete, 
intuitive knowledge, and be gloriously arrayed in Christ’s 
beauty and righteousness!

T is a proven fact that science has advanced more in 
the last five decades than it had in the preceding 
5000 years! This rapid increase in knowledge, without 
a corresponding increase in man’s moral and spiritual 
qualities has pushed civilization to the very brink of 
catastrophe. Over one hundred years ago the French 
scientist Pierre Berchelt, foreseeing this problem, ex¬ 
claimed: “Someday man will come to know what the atom 
is. It is my belief that when science reaches this stage, 
God will come down to earth with His big ring of keys 
and will say to humanity : ‘Gentlemen, it is closing time !’ 99 
More recently the well-known commentator Walter Lipp- 
man wrote in his column: “The signs are multiplying that 
the stage is set for an event of worldwide importance and 
of unpredictable consequences !” Yes, informed men realize 
that we are now living in momentous days. Though they 
may be blind to the truth of Christ’s second coming, they 
do appreciate the fact that history is advancing toward 
an earth-shaking climax! 

As Christians, however, we are not in darkness, and 
therefore God expects us to “discern the signs of the 
times.” In Jesus’ day those who were blind to prophetic 
truth were severely reprimanded by our Lord and branded 
as “hypocrites” (Matt. 16:3). As children of the soon¬ 
coming King, we should recognize that there is only one 
rift in the darkening skies of this age — the predicted 
return of our Saviour! The golden sunbeam of that prom¬ 
ise, filtering through the clouds, rests upon the banner of 
our hope — HE IS COMING AGAIN!

r IE word MANNA means “what is it?” When the 
children of Israel awoke in the morning while in the 
wilderness, they discovered something new — some¬ 
thing they had never seen before. Their food had consisted 
of fish, onions, leeks, garlic, cucumbers, and melons in 
Egypt (Num. 11:5). But this small white substance — they 
knew not what it was and so they cried, “MANNA!” — 
“What is it?” — for “they wist not what it was.” However, 
they soon found out, for it was bread from Heaven — 
“angel’s food” (Psa. 78:25)., 

Jesus Himself gave us the meaning of this bread from 
Heaven for He said, “I am that bread of life” (John 6:48). 

He too is the sustenance 
for our spiritual life; but of all too many Christians it 
must be said, “They wist not what it was.” 

To get the benefit of the manna it must be gathered in 
the morning. It must be gathered daily. If a child of God 
would know WHO HE IS, he must feed upon Christ con¬ 
stantly, and the place to best find Him is in the Bible in 
the morning.

There are three stages of Bible study — first, the cod 
liver oil stage, like medicine — next, the shredded wheat 
stage, dry, but good — and then the peaches and cream 
stage, you can’t pass it up.

^■KHERE are many ways of telling a lie. Some people 
illy who pride themselves on never uttering a falsehood 
would be amazed if they would begin to recount the 
number of lies they sing each Sunday in church. Some 
miserly ones “raisp the roof" with “Take my silver and 
my gold, not a mite would I withhold,” while all the while 
they are fumbling around in their pocket to find the small¬ 
est coin for the collection plate. Others, who live a life of 
worldliness and selfish endeavor, do not recognize how 
false are the word^ their lips express when they heartily 
join in singing, “I surrender all, I surrender all, all to 
Thee my blessed Saviour, I surrender all.” 

Sometime ago in the War Cry an anonymous author 
contributed these jewels for “singing liars” to contem¬ 
plate. He pointed out: 

“We sing ‘Sweet Hour of Prayer’ and then content our¬ 
selves with only ten to fifteen minutes of intercession each 
day. We sing ‘Onward Christian Soldiers’ but wait to be 
dragged and drafted into God’s service. We wake the 
echoes with the song, ‘O For A Thousand Tongues To 
Sing,’ and then we do not use the one tongue we have for 
His glory. We sing ‘There Shall Be Showers of Blessing’ 
very enthusiastically in dry and sunny weather, but when 
the Lord sends a few ‘literal showers’ we find it impossible 
to come to church because it’s raining. We sing ‘Blest Be 
the Tie That Binds’ and then let the least little offense 
sever that precious tie. We sing ‘Serve The Lord With 
Gladness’ and then complain constantly about all that we 
have to do.” 

Remember, lies are lies whether we speak them or sing 
them. Next time you open the hymnbook, be sure you 
mean the words you utter so that you sing with the spirit, 
and . . . with the understanding also” (I Cor. 14:15).

^■p'HERE is “no man that sinneth not”—and “the wages 
ill j of sin is death.”

Others try to hide or cover their 
sin just as Adam and Eve did with their fig leaves, but 
God's X-rays penetrate all man’s flimsy garments. They 
are to Him but spider webs, but “their webs shall not be¬ 
come garments” (Isa. 59:6). Others try to excuse their 
sins but there is no excuse when God has provided a per¬ 
fect remedy. Yes, God has provided a covering for sin — 
the first picture of it is given to us in Genesis 3:21 where 
God slew a substitute, and covered the sinner with its 
bloody skins. This was only a shadow of Calvary, where 
the blood of God’s Lamb was shed to cover our sin. It not 
only avails for the sinner’s sin, but the sins we commit 
afterwards as saints. We are prone to sin. We should not 
sin — but we do — all too often. For these transgressions, 
too, God has provided the blood. Don’t YOU try to COVER 
your sin, but let Him COVER it. All you need do is CON¬ 
FESS and He FORGIVES (I John 1:9). As often as we sin 
we may confess, and as often as we confess He forgives.

^|rODAY we drove through the monotonous, depressing 
stretches of the Mojave Desert. What a forsaken 
country! Miles and miles and miles of wasteland, 
barren and dry. The temperature was 115 degrees. Scarce¬ 
ly any vegetation and no sign of life, save a lone optimistic 
turkey buzzard wheeling above looking for some unfortun¬ 
ate “critter.” Then we came to a rise, crossed the foot¬ 
hills, and suddenly at a bend in the road — SURPRISE — 
for stretching before our bewildered eyes, were acres and 
acres of fruitful fields and orchards. Stretching out in the 
distance to our left were large areas covered with green 
alfalfa, great plots of corn and blooming cotton, orchards 
of grapefruit, and heavily laden vineyards.

What 
made the difference? ONE WORD answers it: WATER!

THE TEST OF THINGS ‘‘EXPEDIENT” 

Suggested Scripture Reading: I Corinthians 6:9-20 

All things are lawful for me, but all things are not 
expedient ... all things edify not. I Corinthians 10:23 
HAT which is permissible to a Christian is not al¬ 
ii L ways to be practiced. Some things that are allowable 
are not profitable to godliness or a good testimony. 
The reason so many Christians find little progress in their 
spiritual life is not because they are living in gross sin, 
but rather because their hearts and minds are constantly 
occupied with things that “edify not.” Often abuse is made 
of so-called “innocent things”—things which in the strict¬ 
est sense of the word cannot be called “unlawful.” What 
is more innocent, for instance, than rest and retirement; 
and yet what is more dangerous than sloth and idleness? 
What is more lawful than eating and drinking; yet what 
is more destructive of virtue and holiness than sensuality 
and indulgence? 

Here is an excellent test by which we can discern 
whether that which occupies our attention is expedient or 
not. Especially is it useful in analyzing each pastime and 
amusement. Ask yourself: 

1. Does it rest and strengthen, or does it weary and 
weaken the body and brain? 

2. Does it make resistance to temptation easier, or 
harder? 

3. Does it increase, or lessen love for virtue, purity, 
temperance, and justice? 

4. Does it give inspiration and quicken enthusiasm, or 
does it stupefy the intellect and harden the moral nature? 

5. Does it draw one nearer to, or remove one farther 
from Christ? 

In Central America there grows a plant called the 
Nardoo, which, though it satisfies hunger, is destitute of 
all nutritional elements. A party of Englishmen, thinking 
it good food and being unaware of its deceptive character, 
is said to have perished of starvation while feeding upon 
it. This is the lot, too, of those who find their portion in 
earthly things —God gives them their request, but sends 
“leanness into their soul.” Be careful of things which are 
“not expedient” and which “edify not.” —H.G.B.

^|KHE slogan in this day of integration, compromise, and 
“peace at any cost” is TOLERANCE! Since our 
dream of ONE world has evaporated, we see only 
one alternative with the two opposing ideologies of Com¬ 
munism and Democracy; namely, to try and get along 
together by “tolerance.” We cannot agree — but we will 
put up with each other.

It is the same 
word used by Peter when he says, “The flower thereof 
faileth away.” It is the same word as “faileth”’ in I Cor¬ 
inthians 13:8. It never droops. It never fades. Love never 
loses its color or fragrance. It never dies. In the same 
verse (8) it says, “prophecies shall fail,” but here another 
word is used in the original, meaning “to become idle” or 
“to stop.” Love never becomes idle. It goes beyond the 
call of duty. The great need today in the world and among 
Christians is not TOLERANCE but LOVE! A love that 
does not merely help us to “put up” with people, but to 
love them instead. Tolerance is limited —LOVE BEAR- 
ETH ALL THINGS. Oh the great need for love. Thou¬ 
sands are dying from lack of a little love.
